Albertans Always 
Progressive Says 
Investment Chief 

- “No one doubts for a moment that 
the vast majority of Alberta people 
are honest. Evidence of that is found 
in the fact—I am informed on the most 
reliable authority—that hundreds a-e 
disregarding entirely the recent debt- 
reduction laws if they are able to pay," 
J. A. Kingsmill, permanent secretary 
of the Investment Dealers’ Association 
of Canada, Toronto, stated during a 
brief visit here. 

Asked to express an opinion on the 
present situation, Mr. Kingsmill added 
seriously: “The people of this province 
must be the judges of their own gov¬ 
ernment, They have always shown 
themselves to be progressive in polit¬ 
ical matters, and were no doubt moti¬ 
vated into the present situation by a 
sincere desire to better their posi¬ 
tions.” 

Mr. Kingsmill added that he hoped 
disillusionment which was certain to 
follow the failure to pay dividends as 
promised by Mr. Aberhart (within 
eighteen months after his election 
August 22, 1935) would not destroy 
sound judgment. 

“The people of this province," he 
warned, “may yet face more serious 
problems than they now believe pos¬ 
sible. When that time comes, clear 
thinking, intellectual honesty and a 
minimum of shaken pride will be er- 
sential if they fire to protect that 
which has taken years to build in their 
own province. 

“I am quite confident they, as al¬ 
ways, will be equal to the task,” he- 
concluded.

Group of Vulcan and Champion Mus¬ 
icians Have Twice Captured First 
Rlacc at Musical Festival 

Although the Sunday night concerts 
of the Vulcan Symphony orchestra 
have been indefinitely postponed due 
to the blocked roads, great interest is 
being taken in the orchestra and the 
Advocate is pleased to give an outline 
of the activities of this group of mus¬ 
icians since their organization. Amaze¬ 
ment is often expressed that a town 
the size of Vulcan has an orchestra of 
this type and one that has been such 
an outstanding success wherever they 
have appeared. 

Organized in 1933 by Sergt. Fors- 
land of the R.C.M.P., the orchestra 
made rapid progress under his capable 
direction. In 1934 Sergt. Forsland was 
transferred to Edmonton and leader¬ 
ship of the orchestra was taken over 
by Miss Beulah Walker, L.A.B. Under 
her guidance the orchestra captured 
first place at the Lethbridge Musical 
Festival in 1935 and again in 1936. 
Radio engagements at Lethbridge and 
Calgary have been filled by this Vul¬ 
can group of musicians, who have also 
presented some very successful con¬ 
certs at Calgary. 

Leadership of the orchestra passed 
to the hands of R. H. Weale in 1936, 
Miss Walker remaining in the organ ■ 
ization as pianist. Mr. Weale, who has 
played solo turmpet in the orchestra 
since it was first organized, has had 
wide experience in this line of work in 
Wales and in Canada. He is very ac¬ 
tive in local musical circles, having 
conducted the local Citizen’s band since 
he came to Vulcan in 1931. Mr. Weale 
is also the former conductor of the 
Welsh Apollo Concert Singers and the 
success he has had in musical work 
continues with the excellent showing 
of the Vulcan Symphony Orchestra. 

Last year the orchestra played at 
the Crows’ Nest Musical Festival, com 
peting against the Crows’ Nest Sym¬ 
phony of thirty performers and only 
losing the shield by one point. The 
judges at the festival praised the wotk 
of the Vulcan musicians very highly. 
The orchestra is at present preparing 
for the Lethbridge festival in May, the 
test piece being Beethoven’s “Coriol- 
an.” •*■

obliged to leave the car at Courts, and 
come north by train. Viewed from the 
train the drifts along the Southern Al¬ 
berta highway near the border appear 
to be 15 to 20 feet high, and it is doubt¬ 
ful if there is equipment on hand 
capable of- removing such a blockade. 

Up to the beginning.of the year the 
weather in Minnesota and neighboring 
States was fine, as it was here, but the 
Dakotas, Minnesota, Nebraska and 
Wisconsin have experienced weather 
much similar to ours. 

Mr. Weadick commented on the 
marvellous system of clearing high¬ 
ways which prevails in Wisconsin and 
Minnesota. After a two-foot fall of 
snovyf it is not more than five hours 
till main and secondary highways are 
opened. The rotary plough equipment 
takes one side off and then comes back 
removing the other side, so there are 
no single track tunnels, Travel is con 
tinuous on the roads, and in each town 
there is a highway department to fur¬ 
nish accurate and immediate informa¬ 
tion on routes and roads. The rotary 
ploughs throw the snow off like a blow¬ 
making great progress. In the 
whole trip across the states there were 
only two short distances in Montana 
which were a single track clearing, and 
red flags warned the motorist. A 
speed of 40 to 50 miles an hour was 
always possible. 

Business Good 

There was a great deal of criticism 
of the Roosevelt policies before elec 
tion, but this has died too, and gener¬ 
ally speaking business has been too 
good to give much time for complaints* 
Corporations running along with un¬ 
paid dividends protested againskthreai 
of taxation. But since'thgdecisive 
election, they have come through with 
dividends and bonuses. Frozen mon¬ 
ey has been jarred loose and Is Jji p.c- 
tive circulation. 

In respect to unemployment, there 
is no doubt that money was spent very 
freely, and in the opinion of some, it 
was spent on projects not always 
worth while. But there is the gen¬ 
eral belief that these undertakings, in 
giving employment and wages, (lid 
help to restore public confidence. 
Roosevelt’s great backing in Congress 
is expected to give him encouragement 
in pursuing the policies which he be¬ 
lieves in. 

It is possible the W.P.A, may. be¬ 
come a permanent thing to take care 
of those definjtely unemployed. But 
there is every effort to make industry 
take back their skilled workmen, and 
absorb as much labpr as possible. 

— f- Strikes 

It is difficult to get the actual points 
of dispute in the strike situation, said 
Mr. Weadick. The average man seems 
to think it is a split between Green of 
the American Federation of Labor and 
Lewis of the Coal Union. It seems that 
the strike is not founded on a clamor 
about wages, but rather on a desire 
that work should lie maintained stead¬ 
ily throughout the year, instead of 
periodic rush and layoffs. The compan 


goes, said Mr. Weadick, is a determin¬ 
ation that United States should keep 
out of war. "The people are all through 
with making the world safe for democ¬ 
racy. They got a load of that once. 
All that the people generally got out 
of the last war was grief, and the pro¬ 
fits went to international bankers and 
munition makers.” 

They believe that Roosevelt is tighft 
ening up the laws to prevent not only 
participation in war but any assist¬ 
ance to belligerents. A recent hi: 


which was passed prohibits the lending 


of money to, or making munitions for, 
any country owing United States mon¬ 
ey. 

If American citizens want to join in 
foreign wars, or remains in belligerent 
countries then it .is felt they should 
do so at their own risk, without em¬ 
broiling the nation. 

Cattle 

Mr. Weadick said there was no 
shortage of cattle in United States. 
But there will not be as many fed cat¬ 
tle as usual, because of feed sca'rcity. 
High prices on Chicago markets are 
going-to cornfed cattle.

When sunspots reach their maxima, 
that is said to be the time when world 
cataclysms reach their peak. The sun¬ 
spots are titanic tempests, thousands 
of miles across in polar atmosphere, 
and once every eleven years they go 
through a cycle from maximum to 
minimum. They project streams of 
electrons into space, and these ente> 
the atosphere of the earth and alter 
its electrical state. They cause an in¬ 
creased output of ultra-violet light. 
But there are no means of knowing a;, 
yet, whether the effects are extended 
to human beings to result in increased 
irritability. 

Some think so, basing their deduc¬ 
tions on human behaviour, which cul¬ 
minates in natural or man-made dis¬ 
aster round the time the sunspots 
reach their peak. A check has been 
kept since 1610, when Gallileo discov¬ 
ered the sunspots. The intervals be¬ 
tween maxima are about-11 years.' 

Taking the maxima years of the 
19th century—1805, 1816, 1829, 1837, 
1848, 1860, 1870, 1883, 1894, 1906, 1917, 
1928. In 1805 the Napoleonic wars 
were harassing Europe, the climax be¬ 
ing reached in 1816. The years 1829, 
1837 and 1848 are associated with rev¬ 
olutionary outbreaks in Europe. The 
Civil war followed the maxima of 1860; 
and the Franco-Prusaian war that of 
1870. Financial depressions are-tied up 
with 1883, 1894 and 1906. The world 
war entered into the maxima of 1917 
and the depression followed 1928. 

In the same general sequence mark¬ 
ing minima years, peace and prosper¬ 
ity have been noted. Minima years of 
more recent date are 1810, 1823, 1833, 
1843, 1856,1867, 1878, 1889, 1901, 1913 
1923- and 1934. _ 

Astronomers cannot actually predict 
the exact years in which these sun¬ 
spots reach their maximum and mini¬ 
mum. But the years 1939 and 1940 may 
develop something pretty bad. 

Another cycle is considered as hav¬ 
ing its influence on the earth’s weath¬ 
er. This is the Hale magnetic cycle 
which is completed every 23 years. Da¬ 
ta can be produced to indicate that the 
weather, the world over, ends to re¬ 
peat itself for any particular area ev¬ 
ery 23 years*. This is an approximate 
condition.—Calgary Herald.

Cattle slaughter in Uruguay for 1936 
will be smaller than for 1935. 

The following factors have tended 
to lower price: Harvesting completed 
in Australia. Clear facilities movement 
of Argentine small grains; corn con¬ 
ations favorable. Indian wheat and 
flax seed crop conditions favorable— 
larger plantings of winter vegetables 
in Cuba, Mexico and Puerto Rice. Lar¬ 
ger exports of fresh pears from the 
U.S. 

Following factors have tended to 
lower price: very heavy wheat ship¬ 
ments from Argentine. Wheat stocks 
on sea passage largest since March, 
1933. Surplus of Argentine oats for 
export expected to be 27 million bush¬ 
els. Production of soy beans, pea¬ 
nuts, cottonseed and sesamum in China 
and Manchuria materially above that 
of 1935.
